Kennedy’s  total  was  153,116 
below  the  50  per  cent  mark — a 
margin  which  he  has  no  chance 
of  overcoming  in  view  of  the 
small  number  of  ballots  still  to 
be  tabulated. 

In  fact,  the  gap  is  more  likely 
to  increase  rather  than  to  drop 
in  the  final,  official  count.  The 
current  tabulation  includes  a 
complete  count  for  Kennedy  and 
Nixon  in  some  states  where  fig- 
ures are  not  yet  available  on  bal- 
lots cast  for  minor  party  candi- 
dates. 

THE  LAST  “minority”  Presi- 
dent was  Harry  S.  Truman.  He 
was  elected  in  a four-man  race 
in  1948  in  which  he  ran  2,100,- 
000  votes  ahead  of  his  major  op- 
ponent, Thomas  E.  Dewey. 

Kennedy’s  numerical  margin 
of  196,968  was  the  smallest  since 
1888.  But  when  computed  as  a 
percentage  of  the  two-party  vote, 
the  margin  was  lower  than  any 
recorded  in  a presidential  elec- 
| tion.

Senator  Frank  E.  Moss  (D- 
Utah)  is  assisting  Brigham 
Young  University  in  acquiring 
. the  land  upon  which  the  school's 
1 famous  block  “Y”  is  located,  the 
senator’s  administrative  assist- 
! ant,  Allan  T.  Howe,  declared 
i Monday  in  a telegram  to  the 
j Daily  Universe. 

I The  land  is  owned  by  the  Fed- 
eral Government. 

NOTING  THAT  BYU  Presi- 
I dent  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  has  re- 
quested the  members  of  the  Utah , 


Congressional  delegation  to  join; 
in  sponsoring  legislation  to  trans- 
fer 40  acres  on  the  mountain 
east  of  Provo  to  the  university, 
Mr.  Howe  said: 

“Earlier  this  month,  Senator 
Moss  asked  the  Forest  Service 
to  determine  whether  an  act  of 
Congress  will  be  required  in  this 
case,  and  we  are  waiting  a reply. 
The  senator  will  join  with  the 
other  members  of  the  delegation 
in  introducing  a bill  if  it  is 
needed.” 


MR.  HOWE  pointed  out  that 
in  1914,  BYU  was  granted  an 
easement  in  perpetuity  by  a pri- 
vate investment  company  which, 
it  was  thought,  owned  the  land 
on  which  the  “Y”  is  situated,  but 
it  now  appears  that  it  is  federal 
land. 

Senator  Moss  is  a member  of 
the  Senate  Interior  Committee 
and  of  its  Public  Lands  subcom- 
mittee to  which  such  a bill  would 
be  referred  by  the  Senate,  Mr. 
Howe  said. 


NSA  Report 
Aired  At 
Senate  Meet

A report  from  Senate  Presi- 
dent Larry  Jenkins  and  a bill 
providing  for  an  amendment  to 
the  Senate  rules  were  the  main 
items  of  business  at  the  ASBYU 
Senate  meeting  Monday  night. 

PRESIDENT  Jenkins  reported 
on  the  National  Student  Associa- 
tion meeting  held  in  Salt  Lake 
City  nearly  two  weeks  ago.  The 
meeting  was  held  because 
schools  in  the  Utah  region  were 
dissatisfied  with  the  way  the 
NSA  had  become  involved  in 
politics  in  recent  years. 

Purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to 
decide  the  future  status  of  Utah 
schools  in  regards  to  NSA.  Utah 
State  University  pulled  out  of 
NSA;  Weber  College  decided  to 
stay  in  since  they  are  soon  to 
become  a four-year  institution 
and  they  felt  NSA  would  be 
helpful,  and  College  of  Southern 
Utah  decided  to  stay  in. 

UNIVERSITY  of  Utah  student 
officers  felt  the  only  way  they 
would  stay  in  was  if  some  chan- 
ges were  made",  and  BYU  made 
no  definite  stand  because  they 
did  not  have  the  opinion  of  stu- 
dent leaders. 

A bill  providing  for  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Senate  rules  was  in- 
troduced by  Senators  Doug  Rho- 
ton  and  Cliff  Mayfield.  The  bill, 
which  would  grant  the  power  of 
subpoena  to  the  Senate  and  its 
several  permanent  committees, 
was  referred  to  the  Student  Ac- 
tivities Committee  for  further 
study. 

SENATOR  John  Williams  also 
reported  on  the  findings  of  the 
Student  Services  Committee  in 
regards  to  having  nameplates 
made  for  the  senators.  After  dis- 
playing several  different  styles; 

! however,  the  senators  defeated, 
the  motion  that  they  must  each 
buy  a nameplate. 

Senator  Rhoton,  chairman  of 
greater  communities  committee, 
then  asked  Senator  Mayfield  to 
read  a letter  to  Max  Pinegar, 

! ASBYU  President,  as  a report 
of  their  committee.  The  letter 
had  to  do  with  the  National 
Guard  Seminar  on  Communism 
which  will  be  held  soon.  Action 
on  the  letter  was  postponed  un- 
til next  meeting.

“A  VOICE  from  the  Dust,” 
the  title  of  the  album,  is  the 
result  of  an  idea  which  began 
several  years  ago.  The  founders 
of  Columbia  Research  Group 
were  aware  that  modern  tech- 
niques of  electronic  sound  re- 
production were  making  their 
place  in  American  education. 

THEY  WONDERED  why  the 
same  techniques  were  ^not  em- 
ployed to  give  new  vitality  and 
immediacy  to  the  Scriptures.

Police  Promise 
New  Blockades 


For  Y Students 


The  recent  blockades  which 
sent  nearly  200  Brigham  Young 
University  students  to  court  for 
nof  having  Utah  drivers  licenses 
and  non-resident  permits  was 
just  a beginning  according  to 
Provo  Police  Department. 

Provo  Police  Chief  Jesse  Ev- 
ans said  that  more  blockades 
will-  be  set  up,  although  he 
would  not  say  when  or  where. 

Utah  state  law  says  that  stu- 
dents entering  school  for  the 
first  year  are  assumed  to  be  “vis- 
itors” and  are  not  violating  the 
law  until  60  days  are  up,  at 
which  time  their  visitor  status 
ends. 

Out-of-state  faculty  are  as- 
sumed to  have  established  legal 
residence  in  Utah  as  soon  as 
they  accept  employment  and 
they  must  obtain  Utah  license 
plates  for  their  car  and  a Utah 
driver’s  license. 

All  cars  must  have  legal  lic- 
ense plates.  If  the  license  plates 
are  out-of-state,  a student  may 
obtain  a non-resident  sticker 
from  the  Utah  State  Tax  Com- 
mission, and  he  must  do  so  as 
soon  as  he  arrives  on  campus. 
There  is  no  period  of  grace  in 
this  respect. 

Students  who  are  guilty  of 
not  having  a Utah  driver’s  lic- 
ense will  be  fined  $15,  with 
$7.50  of  it  suspended.  This  pol- 
icy applies  to  students  who  have 
a valid  driver’s  license  from  an- 
other state,  or  have  let  their 
Utah  driver’s  license  expire.  The 
full  $15  fine  will  be  levied  upon 
those  who  do  not  have  a valid 
license  elsewhere,  or  in  case 
they  are  residents  of  Utah,  have 
not  previously  had  a valid  Utah 
license.

season. 

The  two  teams  have  had  one 
mutual  opponent  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Utah.  Hawaii  dropped  a 
6-33  decision  to  the  Utes  earlier 
this  season  while  BYU  was  a 
0-17  loser  to  the  Redskins. 

LAST  WEEK  the  Cougars 
were  buckled  under  by  co- 
champion Wyoming,  30-6.  The 
Cowboys  scored  in  every  quar- 
ter as-they  passed,  kicked  and 
ran  over  the  game  Cougars. 

“They  are  the  best  team  we’ve 
played  this  year,”  said  Stevens 
after  the  gam.e._“They  have  the 
most  powerful  backs  in  the 
league,  and  while  the  Wyoming 
line  isn’t  as  physically  strong 
as  others  we’ve  faced,  it  is  bet-1 
ter  balanced  and  has  greater 
speed  and  depth.” 

ALTHOUGH  Wyoming’s  tight 
defense  limited  the  Cougars  to 
a scant  52  yards  on  the  ground, 
the  Cats  managed  to  connect  on 
eight  of  17  passes  for  109  yards 
and  one  touchdown. 

Cougar  halfback  Jack  Gifford 
still  holds  an  edge  in  the  team’s 
offensive  statistics.  Giff  has 
gained  254  yards  on  the  ground 
in  57  carries  for  a 4.5  average. 
Quarterback  Bud  Belnap  is  close 
behind  in  rushing  with  241 
yards  in  97  carries  and  a 2.5  av- 
erage. An  additional  285  yards 
through  the  air  has  given  Bud  a 
lead  in  total  offense  however, 
with  526  total  yards. 

GIFFORD  is  the  leading  scor- 
er for  the  Cougars  with  18  points 
coming  on  three  touchdowns. 
Belnap  is  second  in  this  depart- 
ment with  16  points  on  two 
touchdowns  and  two  two-point 
conversions. 

Bill  Wright  has  14  points  and 
Bruce  Samples  and  Don  Peter- 
son have  12  each. 

Punters  Ron  Jacobsen,  LeRoy 
Overstreet  and  Bill  Wright  have 
booted  the  Cats  to  a respectable 
39  yard  average  per  punt.  Jac- 
obsen has  punted  31  times  for 
1223  yards  and  a 39.4  average. 


Overstreet  has  a 42.5  yaid  av- 
erage for  13  punts  and  Wright  a 
29  yard  average  in  six  boots. 

SOPHOMORE  Bruce  Samples 
has  compiled  a phenomenal  rec- 
ord in  his  22  kick-off  returns. 
The  explosive  scatback  has  re- 
turned the  22  kick-offs  for  540 
yards,  a 24.5  average.
